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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Rudolf Siegesmund (Reg No. 37,720) on August 24, 2009. 

3. The claims have been amended as follows: 

a. Claim 21, line 11, delete "the archive" and insert - the original archive --. 

b. Claim 22, line 7, delete "the archive" and insert ~ the original archive --. 

c. Claim 23, lines 8-9, delete "the archive" and insert ~ the original archive --. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to teach 
or suggest creating an updated plurality of files, wherein the updated plurality of files includes a 
plurality of edits to the plurality of original files to create the updated plurality of files, wherein 
the updated plurality of files have a different order and a different arrangement than the plurality 
of original files; and compressing the updated plurality of files into a new archive file according 
to the order and the arrangement stored in the structure file, wherein the new archive's order and 
arrangement is the same as the original archive file's order and arrangement. 
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5. The prior art of record, Narayanaswamy teaches a method for updating an original 
plurality of files within an original archive file comprising: recording an order and an 
arrangement of the original archive file in a structure file, creating an updated plurality of files, 
wherein the updated plurality of files includes a plurality of edits to the plurality of original files 
to create the updated plurality of files; and compressing the updated plurality of files into the 
archive file according to the order and the arrangement stored in the structure file. In addition, 
the prior art of record, Sommerer teaches extracting and archiving JAR files to demonstrate that 
the order and arrangement of the archive file of Narayanaswamy would remain the same before 
and after the modification of the deployment files because Narayanaswamy does not teach 
modifications that would modify the order of the files. However, Narayanaswamy and 
Sommerer fail to teach the independent claims as recited wherein the updated plurality of files 
have a different order and a different arrangement than the plurality of original files; and 
compressing the updated plurality of files into a new archive file according to the order and the 
arrangement stored in the structure file, wherein the new archive's order and arrangement is the 
same as the original archive file's order and arrangement.
